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Parking control 
plan step nearer 


CONTENTIOUS 
plans to introduce 
civil parking enforce¬ 
ment in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire are one 
step closer to becom¬ 
ing reality. 

Despite pleas from 
business owners and 
traders not to force 
people to pay to park in 
Ely Soham and Little- 
port, council bosses are 
pressing ahead with 
the scheme. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council, with the support of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, will be applying to 
the Department for Tran¬ 
sport for civil parking en¬ 
forcement to be rolled out 
across the district. 

People are now being 
given until Friday, June 17, to 
have their say on the move. 

Cllr Steve Criswell, the 
county council's cabinet 
portfolio holder responsible 
for civil parking enforce¬ 
ment, said: “Before we 
finalise our application to 
the Department of Tran¬ 
sport, we are keen to hear 
from local residents, groups 
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and organisations about 
their thoughts and ideas 
about our plans. 

“Now is the time to get in 
touch to ensure we take on 
board your ideas so please 
take the opportunity before 
June 17.” 

Civil parking enforcement 
means local authorities are 
responsible for enforcing on¬ 
street parking controls 
instead of the police. 

By using their own en¬ 
forcement officers, councils 
can tailor patrols to suit each 
area, varying them when 
necessary. 

As well as forcing motor¬ 
ists to pay to park in both car 
parks and on streets, the 
scheme could give police 
and traffic wardens the 
power to enforce parking 
restrictions, issue tickets and 
fine people. 

But business owners and 
traders have been voicing 
their concerns about the 
scheme ever since the idea 
was first raised, claiming it 
will kill off trade in the 
district.

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New life pumped into 
rare wetland plants 


A WIND-powered 
water pump has 
been installed to 
help rare wetland 
plants flourish at 
Wicken Fen Nature 
Reserve. 

Years ago, the reserve 
periodically flooded 
with calcium-rich river 
water, which filtered 
through the chalk of the 
Newmarket hills before 
flowing towards Wicken. 

However, flooding has 
gradually diminished, 
mainly because surrou¬ 
nding land has shrunk 
following its drainage 
for arable use, and 
today the reserve’s main 
source of water is rain¬ 
water, which is more 
acidic and has led to a 
decline in some of the 
Fens’ rarest wetland 
plants. 

The new water pump, 
which has been funded 
by the Environment 
Agency (EA) will be used 
to re-wet the reserve 
and help provide a 
potentially life-saving 
drink of water for some 
of the country’s rarest 
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plants. 

Bosses from the EA 
and the reserve gath¬ 
ered on Tuesday to 
celebrate the official 
commissioning of the 
pump. 

Chris Soans, Wicken 
Fen property operations 
manager, said: “Wicken 
Fen is internationally 
recognised as a unique 
wetland habitat and 
refuge for many rare 
species. 

“The re-wetting of the 
Fen should aid the long¬ 
term conservation of 
this special landscape 
and the many species it 
supports.” 

The wind pump will 
lift river water up onto 
the Fen, via a newly 
constructed channel 
tunnelled under Wicken 
Lode, from where it will 
gradually spread out 
across Wicken’s ancient 
Sedge Fen. 

A wind-powered 
water pump was sele¬ 
cted as it doesn’t 


produce carbon dioxide 
in its operation. 

Dr Geoff Brighty, EA 
area manager, said: 
“This is a truly sustain¬ 
able solution.” 

The work was carried 
out by the EA as part of 
the Government’s 
public service agree¬ 
ment target for 95 per 
cent of Sites of Special 
Scientific Interest to be 
in favourable condition 
by the end of 2010. 

The project will also 
contribute to the Water 
Framework Directive, 
European legislation 
which encourages 
everyone with an 
interest in water to work 
together to protect and 
improve the quality of 
every aspect of the 
water environment. 

The project was 
designed and managed 
by Opus International 
Consulting. The lead 
contractor was Birse 
Civils with the wind 
pump built and 
installed by GB Wind 
Pumps of Axminster.

increased its parish council 
precept by 28 per cent. 

Residents Gitta Evans and 
Chris Drury decided to 
launch a campaign against 
the hike and in just 10 days, 
969 signatures were collec¬ 
ted. 

The petition has now been 
handed over to Mr Pickles 
and according to Mr Barclay 
it will be on his agenda. 


Mr Barclay said: “The 
number of signatures proves 
that this petition is very valid. 

“If you’re going to increase 
council tax, there needs to be 
transparency with people 
about what the money is 
going to be spent on and 
people in Sutton aren’t 
getting that. 

“The petition is now in Mr 
Pickles’ hands and is on his 
agenda.”

Drinking leads to driving 
ban for football coach 

A FOOTBALL coach has been banned 
from driving for 17 months after he was 
caught behind the wheel while more than 
double the drink-drive limit. 

Paul Starling was stopped by police near 
his home in Chelmer Way, Ely, on May 1, 
while driving a Ford Mondeo. 

Tests revealed the 37-year-old had 80 
micrograms of alcohol in 100ml of his 
breath - more than double the limit of 35 
micrograms. 

Starling, who coaches youth teams in 
Witchford and Litteport, admitted driving 
while under the influence of alcohol as he 
appeared at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
on Friday. 

Fie said any driving ban would cause 
major inconvenience for him because 
public transport links to his work in Milton, 
near Cambridge, were slow and 
unreliable. 

He was banned from driving for 17 
months and ordered to pay a £400 fine. 

He must also pay £70 court costs and a 
£15 victim impact surcharge.

The couple, who live in Froize 
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End, Haddenham, have eight 
children between them. 

They are due to tie the knot at 
the village’s Holy Trinity Church 
on Saturday, June 11, before 
partying the night away at 
Haddenham Sports and Social 
Club. 

Miss Richens said: “We chose 
the Gift Box to decorate the hall 
because it’s been around for 
years. 

“On March 7, we paid £109 
towards the £200 bill and I went 
in last week to pay the final 
amount only to find the shop 
was completely empty. 

“I tried to get in touch with 
the man who owns the shop but 
it’s proving to be impossible. 

“I’ve since asked around and 
nearby shops have confirmed he 
has closed down and that 
nobody’s heard anything from 
him. 

“Thankfully, we’ve managed 
to find another business to 
decorate the hall but we want 
our money back. It’s not fair to 


do that to people.” 

The couple then received their 
Weekly News last week and were 
shocked to read that the Lamb 
Hotel is now temporarily closed 
for the building to be given a 
major refurbishment. 

Despite having booked a 
room there for their wedding 
night months ago, they say 
nobody from the hotel warned 
them about the closure. 

Mr Prince, 39, said: “Again, we 
have been left shocked and 
worried. 

“We haven’t heard a thing 
from the hotel - we had to read 
it in our local paper to find out. 

“Do these businesses not 
know how to communicate? 
We’re supposed to be excited 
about our wedding but we’ve 
been so worried. 

“I just hope there aren’t other 
people who have been put in the 
same position as us.” 

Nobody from the Gift Box or 
the Lamb Hotel were available to 
comment. 

The Lamb Hotel is due to re¬ 
open on June 28.

Early birds spot scarce 
species at reserve event

The winning team, led by 
Duncan Poyser, found 79 
species and in total, 88 species 
were recorded. 

A spokeswoman for Ely 
Wildspace said: “That is more 
than one could expect to find 
during a morning spent on 
some of the country’s finest 
nature reserves. 

“The list included scarce 
visitors such as Black Tern, and 
rare breeders like Nightingale 
and Grasshopper Warbler.

In the dark 
on pub plan 

Sir, Living adjacent to the Hereward 
Pub on Chequer Lane we were quite 
concerned about your article, ( Pub’s 
bid for seats , May 12,) we had 
received no notification of a planning 
request. It is normal - and I think 
obligatory - for neighbours to be 
informed of applications. 

However, my enquiries to the East 


Cambridgeshire District Council 
planning department drew a blank as 
they also had no knowledge of this 
supposed application, the planning 
officer kindly suggested I should 
contact the highways Department of 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
(CCC), which I duly did and spoke to 
the highways supervisor for Ely, who 
likewise had received no application, 
although he was already aware of the 
issue. 

He explained that a decision is yet to 
be made by CCC and ECDC about 
which body should have the 
responsibility for licensing tables and 
chairs on the public highway in Ely, 
until then no-one is able to make 
decisions on applications. 

Currently, Ely concerns such as Costa, 
Starbucks, Lunch Box, Petrou Bros, 
Tea for two and Barker’s Bakery all 
have seating and tables solely on 
pavements, mostly in pedestrian 
areas. 

Chequer Lane is a pedestrian area, 
but also a cul-de-sac suffering 
congestion from numerous delivery 
vehicles supplying many of the 
nearby restaurants and take-aways, 
the British Heart Foundation, 
Interiors Furniture and couriers 
delivering to High Street shops. I am 
acutely aware of this as access to my 
garage is invariably blocked by these 
vehicles which have difficulty 
manoeuvring around the central tree 
and bench. 

Meanwhile, the Hereward have good 
outside seating for their smokers on 
their Market Street frontage, land 
which I presume is their own, hence 
they will not be disadvantaged if not 
allowed to have chairs and tables on 
the pavement in Chequer Lane, 
which is a busy pedestrian short cut 
between High Street and Market

He said: “Money couldn’t buy 
what I’ve learned from going to 
Cambridge Regional College. 


“You couldn’t put a price on 
how valuable coming to college 
has been for me. 

“My life - and that of my family

Mr Baxter regularly puts his 
performance talents to good use 
to raise money for charity by 
starring as a drag artist and in 
pantomimes. 

He is no stranger to other chall¬ 
enges - he holds the world blind 
land speed record for a solo ride 
on a motorbike, reaching more 
than 164 miles an hour and has 
appeared on Top Gear as the 
“blind man in a reasonably- 
priced car”.

A TEENAGE burglar 
who smashed his

Speaking after the break- 
in, Mrs Porter said: “My 
husband suffers with 
angina and has been in 
hospital as a result of this 
after suffering an attack. It 
isn’t the same without her. 

“We just want her back.” 

However, Lulu is still un¬ 
accounted for. 

Oakley’s mother, Julie 
Loveridge, 39, of Hill Lane, 
Biggleswade, and girl¬ 
friend, Nicola Stone-Park¬ 
er, 18, of Clayway, Ely, were 
charged with handling 
stolen goods in relation to 
Lulu. 

They had initially denied 
the charge but at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court on an 


earlier occasion, they 
changed their pleas to 
guilty. 

The court heard how 
Lulu was stored in Stone- 
Parker’s hostel room but 
was seen by staff, who told 
the police. 

Loveridge and Stone- 
Parker were captured on 
CCTV helping Oakley to 
take the bird out of the 
hostel. 

Sentencing the women, 
Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said: “It was a stupid thing 
to do and a dishonest thing 
to do, but the fact you have 
admitted your guilt is 
important and I give you 
full credit for that.” 

He handed Stone-Parker 
and Loveridge a 12-month 
conditional discharge. 

They were not ordered to 
make a contribution 
towards the cost of the 
proceedings because of 
their lack of means. 

However, if Oakley fails 
to pay the compensation 
to Mr and Mrs Porter, he 
will be sent to jail for 28 
days.

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Engraving 
service to 
cut thefts 


A SURGE in catalytic con¬ 
verter thefts in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire has prompted 
police to offer motorists a 
unique free service. 

Police are working with garages 
across the Ely area to enable people 
to get their catalytic converters 
engraved for free. 

The number of converters stolen 
in the district has increased rec¬ 
ently due mainly to the value of the 
metals they contain. 

Inspector Robin Sissons said: 
“The marked catalytic converters 
are painted with a heat resistant 
paint making them easily identi¬ 
fiable. 

“The yards will check and record 
details of these markings and the 
local team will check these against 
our crime records during our daily 
visits. 

“We are committed to tackling 
this type of crime and it is great we 
can work with so many garages in 
the area to provide this service to 
help reduce the number of catalytic 
converter thefts. 
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“We are also working closely with 
scrapyards in our area, which are 
playing their part in the work to 
reduce thefts.” 

Around a dozen garages in the 
district have already signed up to 
the scheme. People need to enquire 
about the engraving service by 
popping into local garages. 

Motorists will also receive a 
warning sticker to display in their 
vehicles to put thieves off and 
police will be handing out letters to 
vehicle owners across the district to 
raise awareness. 

Inspector Sissons said: “While 
officers and garages are doing all 
they can to prevent thefts and 
identify thieves, vehicle owners 
must be vigilant about this crime, 
look out for your own vehicles and 
your neighbours. 

“If you see anything suspicious 
or see anyone trying to sell con¬ 
verters please let us know.”

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Hear ye, hear ye - why I love 
being part of this community 


She’s known for her booming voice and passionate enthusiasm 
for her role as Ely’s town crier. But as JORDAN DAY discovers, 
there’s so much more to Avril Hayter-Smith... 



W ith royal-blue 
robes draped 
over her 
shoulders and a 
deafening bell clasped in 
one hand, Avril Hayter- 
Smith is best-known for 
hollering at the top of her 
voice. 

But there is more than meets 
the eye to the self-confessed 
loudmouth and original East 
End girl - otherwise known as 
the town crier of Ely. 

Avril, 62, has been 
entertaining locals and tourists 
in the city with her raucous 
announcements for the past 
nine years. 

Away from the limelight, 
however, she is just as 
dedicated to helping people in 
another way - through 
volunteering. 

The mother-of-three, who 


first came to Ely in 1997, is 
manager of Voluntary and 
Community Action East 
Cambridgeshire - an Ely-based 
charity and recently-appointed 
council for volunteering in the 
district. 

Chuckling to herself, Avril, 
who lives with her husband 
Graham in Little Downham, 
said: “People do tend to see me 
and just think that being the 
town crier is my job. 

“They probably find it hard 
to imagine me in normal 
clothes and without the hat but 
I’m just as passionate about 
volunteering as I am being Ely’s 
town crier. 

“It all started when I went to 
the volunteer centre, in 


Forehill, in 1998 to see what 
volunteering opportunities 
were available. 

“That’s when I became a 
doorstep library visitor - 
something I still do today- 
visiting elderly and vulnerable 
people and exchanging their 
books for them.” 

Things progressed and soon 
Avril was running a special 
gardening project for the 
charity, enabling elderly and 
disabled people to keep their 
homes and gardens neat and 
tidy. 

Called Helping Hands, the 
project is still going strong with 
teams of volunteers helping 
residents with everything from 
hedge trimming to decorating. 

Avril said: “I then became 
manager of the charity a few 
years back. Obviously it is hard 
work but the rewards are 
absolutely huge. 

“Our work not only involves 
recruiting and deploying 
volunteers for all manner of 
organisations across East 
Cambridgeshire but also 
helping groups in their own 
development such as charity 
status work, policy and project 
development, and assistance 
with funding applications and 
post grant monitoring. 

“I really would urge anyone 
who would like to volunteer 
some of their time and 
organisations who require 


volunteers to get in touch with 
us. 

“Things are pretty good at 
the moment but we always 
need more.” 

Avril first moved to Ely with 
her late husband, Jim Hayter, 
where they lived on a barge 
down at Ely’s Riverside area for 
around three years. 

They loved the area so much 
that in 2000, they decided to 
settle and bought a house. 

But sadly in 2002, Jim, who 
was a keen sportsman, passed 
away. 

Avril said: “Jim was a 
wonderful man. It was him 
who really made me Ely’s town 
crier. 

“Sheila Friend-Smith was 
mayor at the time and she was 
keen to give the city its own 
town crier again. 

“I was at a coffee morning at 
her house one day when she 
brought the topic up in 
conversation. 

“Jim then got an application 
form, filled it out for me and 
before I knew it I read in the 
papers that I was going to be 
auditioning for it the following 
Saturday on the Market Place.” 

Avril added: “Being an East 
End girl, I’ve always been loud 
and many people say I’m the 
loudest person they know. 

“To practice for the 
auditions, a friend of mine 
from Queen Adelaide had quite 


a bit of land and said if I stood 
one end and shouted at the top 
of my voice, she would listen at 
the other end of the field. 

“It obviously worked as I won 
the auditions and have had the 
job ever since." 

Town criers, also referred to 
as bellmen, date back to the 
18th century and were 
appointed as an officer of the 
court to make public 
pronouncements. 

Avril can been seen regularly 
pounding Ely’s streets, 
attending civic ceremonies and 
entertaining people at 
community events and fairs. 

She said: “It’s something I’m 
extremely proud of -1 love it. 

“Not only do I get to be an 
ambassador for such a 
beautiful city like Ely but I get 
to be out there with the public 
and meeting people. 

“My husband Graham 
accompanies me as ‘keeper of 
the bell’ and there’s just 
something quite magical about 


it all.” 

In her spare time, Avril is a 
parrot and bird lover and keeps 
numerous aviaries at home. 

She is also a keen gardener 
and cook, and she and Graham 
are members of the Downham 
Parish Conservation group and 
the Royal Naval Association. 

Avril said: “There’s certainly 
more to me than my robes and 
shouting across the street. 

“I just love helping others 
and being a part of die 
community, which is why I love 
Ely so much. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever met so 
many nice people. 

“I’ve also done some family 
research recently which shows I 
have ancestors from Littleport 
so I definitely think I’m in the 
right place!”

‘Correct’ sentence for 
mum who abused boy 


A PRIMARY school playtime 
assistant jailed for sexually 
abusing a 12-year-old boy 
has escaped having her 
prison term increased. 

Diane Pullar, 32 (pictured 
right), was sentenced to six 
years by Cambridge Crown 
Court in March after she was 
convicted of a string of sex 
offences against the boy dur¬ 
ing their four-month “relat¬ 
ionship”. 

But because the mother-of- 
two would only have to serve 
half that term in jail before 
being released on licence, the 
Solicitor General, Edward 
Gamier QC, said the punish¬ 
ment was “unduly lenient” 
and ordered the case be 
heard in the Court of Appeal 
in London. 

However the judge, Lord 
fustice Hughes, said the term 
given to Pullar, of Tithe Road, 
Chatteris, was “ample” time 
and “absolutely correct”. 

He said: “This was a first 



sentence, of a considerable 
length, for a woman who had 
behaved extremely badly, but 
was otherwise of good char¬ 
acter. 

“Its impact will inevitably 
be very severe, and so it 
should be.” 

Pullar abused the boy, who 
went to a different school, in 
2009. 

After her release in three 
years’ time, she will be on 
licence, and be under extend¬ 
ed supervision for four years.

‘Ugly’ outbuildings 
could be torn down 


“UGLY” non energy- 
efficient outbuild¬ 
ings on the grounds 
of Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital could 
be bulldozed. 

NHS Cambridgeshire 
has applied for planning 
permission to demolish a 
boiler house, water tower 
and garage on land at the 
front of the hospital. 

The organisation has 
confirmed that in its 
current state, the hos¬ 
pital’s boiler system 
accounts for 40 per cent 
of NHS Cambridgeshire’s 
total carbon emissions. 

They want to replace 
the existing facilities with 
a decentralised gas-fired 
boiler system, which will 
reduce the hospital’s gas

and electricity con¬ 
sumption by around 20 
per cent. 

A planning application 
has now been submitted 
to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council which 
involves demolishing the 
hospital’s boiler house, oil 
storage enclosure, garage 
building, water tower and 
gas meter enclosure. 

Nearby residents, who 
describe the buildings as 
“ugly”, are pleased with 
the move but are 
suspicious about what 
could be built in their 
place. 

Rebecca Johnson, of 
Morton Close, said: “We’d 
be pleased to see the 


buildings knocked down. 

“They’re old and 
shabby looking, and are 
actually quite ugly. 

“It’d be nice to not have 
to see them every day.” 

Another resident, 
Richard Shipley, of 
Lumley Close, added: “It’d 
be great to see the water 
tower and other buildings 
removed. 

“They’re not the most 
attractive of buildings but 
I just wonder what might 
be built in their place.” 

However, a spokes¬ 
woman for NHS Cambri¬ 
dgeshire said: “No deci¬ 
sion has been made 
about the future use of 
the land at the current 
time.” 

She added: “The site in 
its current state accounts 
for 40 per cent of NHS 


Cambridgeshire’s carbon 
emissions. 

“The heating was 
provided by two steam 
boilers that were substan¬ 
tially oversized and at the 
end of their working life. 

“It was shown that if 
these boilers are replaced 
with a decentralised gas- 
fired boiler system, a 20 
per cent reduction in gas 
and electricity consump¬ 
tion and a comparable 
reduction in carbon 
emissions could be 
achieved.” 

A decision on the 
planning application 
could be made within the 
next eight weeks unless it 
is put before the council’s 
full planning committee.

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Pitmen paint a new era 


F ollowing sell-out 

seasons at the National 
Theatre and on 
Broadway, and prior to 
opening in the West End, 
Cambridge is playing host to 
one of the most successful 
and critically acclaimed 
plays of the 21st century. 

From writer Lee Hall, creator of 
the globe-conquering Billy Elliot, 
and winner of the Evening Standard 
award for Best New Play, The 
Pitmen Painters has wowed 
audiences and critics across the 
world. 

In 1934, a group of Ashington 
miners hired a professor to teach an 
art appreciation evening class. 
Rapidly abandoning theory in 
favour of practice, the pitmen began 
to paint. Within a few years the most 
avant-garde artists became their 
friends and their work was acquired 
by prestigious collections but every 
day they worked, as before, down 
the mine.

Fans are finally on

THE Guide has been shouting about 
Alessi’s Ark to anyone who’ll listen 
for a couple of years now - and it 
seems the rest of the world is finally 
waking up to the off-kilter charms of 
20-year-old Londoner Alessi 
Laurent-Marke, with new album 
Time Travel picking up rave reviews 
across the board. 

Having sharpened her writing skills 
publishing a fanzine, Brain Bulletin, which 
she distributed at concerts, through a local 
record shop and even a launderette on 
Shepherd’s Bush Road, Laurent-Marke went 
on to pen her first song, Glendora, for a 
GCSE project. She subsequently left school 
at 16 to pursue a career in music, promising 
her parents (her dad Alan is a TV producer 


who co-founded Channel X with Jonathan 
Ross) she would go back to the classroom if 
nothing came of it. 

She ended up signing a deal with Virgin 
Records on the eve of her 17th birthday and, 
when asked to name her dream musical 
collaborator, chose Mike Mogis, Conor 
Oberst’s right-hand man in Bright Eyes and 
the producer behind LA indie-hipsters Rilo 
Kiley. Later that year, Laurent-Marke found 
herself at Mogis and Oberst’s studio in 
Omaha recording what would become her 
debut album, 2009’s Notes From The 
Treehouse. 

Last year, she played the Cambridge Com 
Exchange in support of Virgin’s other big 
folk-pop signing of 2007, Laura Marling. 
This summer, Brit Award-winner Marling 
will headline Cambridge Folk Festival while 
her former labelmate, now on indie imprint 


Bella Union, can be found plying her trade in 
the cosier confines of The Haymakers 
tonight. 

That seems a particularly harsh form of 
pop (injustice, but if the notices for Time 
Travel - another wholly engaging set of 
winsome, skewey acoustic pop, ranging from 
the country drawl of Kind of Man to a 
triumphant cover of Lesley Gore’s 60s girl- 
pop standard Maybe I Know - are anything to 
go by, Marling had better watch her back.

A GRIEVING patriarch walks in 
the footsteps of his late son in 
the fourth directorial feature of 
actor Emilio Estevez, who once 
again casts his father, Martin 
Sheen, in front of the camera. 
The Way is a deeply personal 
film for the Estevez family, who 
wanted to pay tribute to their 
Spanish heritage and El Camino 
de Santiago: a 800-kilometre 
spiritual pilgrimage starting in St 
Jean Pied de Port, along the 
Spanish-French border to the 
cathedral in Santiago. 

En route, pilgrims collect stamps 
in a passport called the 
Compostela and use the time in 
the picturesque countryside and 
the Pyrenees mountains to 
reflect and meditate. 

The Way chronicles one lonely 
and selfish man’s rebirth but as 
the 128-minute running time 
attests, Estevez is in no hurry to 
reach any conclusions. 

Tom (Sheen) is an American 
optometrist, whose perfect 
round of golf with his country 
club chums is ruined by news 
that his son Daniel (Estevez) has 
been killed in the Pyrenees in a 
storm. 


The medic flies to France to 
collect his son’s ashes and 
discovers that Daniel perished 
on the first leg of the Camino. 
Tom throws caution to the wind, 
grabs his son’s backpack and 
guidebook and decides to 
complete the pilgrimage in 
Daniel’s honour. 

Down the path, the medic meets 
overweight Dutchman Joost 
(Yorick van Wageningen), who is 
hoping to use the pilgrimage as 
a makeshift weight-loss 
programme. 

As the two men continue their 
walk, they meet emotionally 
damaged Canadian woman 
Sarah (Deborah Kara Unger) 
and creatively blocked Irish 


writer, Jack (James Nesbitt). 

The Way is a love letter to the 
northern Spanish countryside 
and the people who open their 
homes to the pilgrims. 

Sheen internalises his 
character’s anguish and we see 
sadness welling up in Tom’s 
eyes, underscored with 
occasional moments of humour. 
The pacing is pedestrian, just 
like the actors. Van Wageningen 
is endearing in his underwritten 
role but Unger and Nesbitt fail to 
make any impact, the latter 
grating on our nerves with his 
chattering. Well before the 
credits, we’re contemplating a 
second death on the Camino.

Steps on the garden catwalk

V ISITORS to the 

horticultural event 
of the year are 
likely to see more punchy 
colours, a push on 
ornamental fruit and veg 
and a continuing growth 
in native and naturalistic 
planting, experts are 
predicting. 

The RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show is always a showcase for 
the most inspirational, out-of- 
this-world designs, but what 
can we take from the garden 
catwalk to the average 
domestic setting? 

“There’s always a danger that 
the show gardens become such 
grand statement pieces that you 
feel as though there’s very little 
access in terms of the materials 
and the ideas you can take,” 
says award-winning garden 
designer Chris Beardshaw, who 
this year is not only helping 
create the Bradstone Fusion 
Garden, an urban show garden, 
but is also a judge at Chelsea. 

“However, there seems to be 
a number of clear directions - 
one is a celebration of plants in 
history, reflecting on the plants 
which have performed 
particularly well for us. 

“There’s a huge move 
towards native plants and 
naturalistic planting. It takes a 
while, when you think that 
Chelsea is at the high end of 
the fashion market, for things

to become mainstream. 

“We are looking at gardening 
in a very biodiverse way, 
thinking carefully about the 
plants we weave together and 
what effect they are going to 
have, not just on our senses but 
on all of the other organisms 
that we share our spaces with. 

“You see plants growing in 
the way plants want to grow. 

It’s gardening for people who 
like the organisms around them 
to be as relaxed as they are.” 

Hot plants at Chelsea may 
include a clutch of interesting 
alpines such as meconopsis 
(blue poppies), along with 
quality herbaceous plants such 
as peonies and almost black 
bearded irises, while topiarised 
plants (watch out for the 
Laurent Perrier garden) will 
also be popular. 

“Large topiarised plants are 
becoming more available and 
people are spending less on 
collections of plants and more 
on individual ones,” Beardshaw 
observes. 

“People are happy to spend 


£100 upwards on a single large 
specimen. 

“We are no longer banging 
the drum of ‘Plant it small and 
wait 50 years and it might turn 
into what you’ve anticipated’. 
By buying larger plants, there's 
an instantaneous reward that 
can be gleaned. 

“B&Q and Homebase, both 
at Chelsea with show gardens, 
feel there’s a market for 
increasing the public’s 
awareness of plant materials. 

"The idea of growing fruit 
and veg in baskets and boxes 
and up walls and fences has to 


come in through a more 
mainstream source. 

“Expect new mechanisms for 
hanging baskets and irrigation, 
troughs and boxes, to come 
through those outlets.” 

Bunny Guinness, winner of 
six gold medals at the show 
and designer of the 2011 M&G 
garden, a modern take on a 
traditional kitchen garden, 
predicts that fruit and veg will 
be brought into the spotlight in 
domestic gardens. 

In the show garden she’s 
designed, cabbages and beans 
mingle with clematis and roses, 


while lavender and other herbs 
ensure the garden smells sweet 
and fragrant. Large terracotta 
pots containing lemon, apple 
and quince fruit trees are 
placed throughout the garden. 

“Some people are still very 
reluctant to put vegetables into 
prime positions. In the old 
days, they were in the walled 
garden which was miles away 
from the house because people 
thought they didn’t look 
particularly good. 

“But I think the kitchen 
garden can look good all year 
round, anywhere that’s highly 


convenient. I can’t think of any 
vegetable that isn’t ornamental 
when it’s arranged well. Seeing 
any crop nicely grown, whether 
it’s in lines or swirls or curves, 
looks lovely. Veg should be 
grown in high-profile places 
because they are high-profile 
things.” 

Black Italian kale, chillies, 
tomatoes, standard 
gooseberries and redcurrants 
all feature in Guinness’s show 
garden, providing colour and 
architectural interest. Raised 
beds should catch on because 
they’re easier to tend and much 
more productive, she says. 

While muted colours such as 
whites and blues have been the 
must-have colours of recent 
years, Guinness reckons there 
are going to be some dazzlers 
this year. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised if 
there weren’t quite a few 
punchy colours because of the 
recession, to hot things up a bit 
and raise the temperature,” she 
predicts. “I know there are reds 
in some of the structures.”
